SOUTH BAY--After more than + 
month of trying, the City 
Commission approved a resolution 
Tuesday night drawing up 
guidelines on how citizens can be 
heard during commission meet- 
ings. 

The heart of the new rules is a 
requirement that a member of the 
general public must request the 
city clerk no later than any 
Thursday preceeding a regular 
meeting to be placed on the 


agenda. 
It won't really be all that hard 
for a resident to voice his 


opinions, however, because. any- 
one wishing to be heard need only 
raise his hand and be recognized 
by the chair. 


The idea behind tHhe_require- 
ment was’ to hold -down the 
number of interruptions and 
disturbances ‘during meetings. 
The resolution was passed 
unanimously. . 

The commission also passed a 


resolution asking the State 
Department of Community Affairs 
to include the city in its 
application to the U.S.’ Depart- 
ment of Housing ånd Urban 
Development for local planning 
assistance funds .or the coming 
fiscal year. 

City Finance Director A.R. 
Grigsby told the commissioners 
the city needs to get the funds to 
go ahead with comprehensive 
planning. Without the comprehen- 
sive planning, he said, the city 
won't be cligible for any future 
federal funds.

To make matters worse, state- 
wide conditions were causing 
power outages, not only in the 
Glades but all over the state. 

Dale Stapp, Florida Power & 
Light's Belle Glade regional mana- 
ger said a broken boiler tube in a 
generating plant if*Sanford and a 
boiler pump. outage in Ca 
Canaveral's plant, along with the 
fact the Turkey Point nuclear plant 
is down for refueling, probably 
means there will be power outages 
as long as the cold spell lasts. 

“It's part of an overload system 
we have,” he said. “When ‘the 
system is overloaded at a given, 
location, it is automatically shut 
down.” 

Stapp said he isn't “100% sure” 
but the statewide problems could 
affect the Glades for several days. 

“I'm calling a industrial cus- 
tomers-today nid sking them’ tö” 
curtail power usage,” he’ said = 
Stapp said emergency power 
crews will be on standby to take 
care of local problems for thè 
duration. 

In the meantime, three schools 
in the Glades were closed Wed- 
nesday morning dnd there was a 
possibility the entire Palm Beach 
County school system would be 
Si ut~down. 

Glades Central Principal Effie 
Grear said the local high school has 
had cold classrooms all week be- 
cause of worn out insulation. 

“Our boilers are working all 
right,” Mrs. Grear said, “but the 
insulation on the pipes is worn.out. 
We've been having heating pro- 
blems but today it was just too cold 
to keep the children in the class- 
rooms.” 

West Area Superintendent of 
Education, H.W. “Dick” Berryman 
said Lake Shore Middle Schoohand 
Pahokee High School were also 
closed down for other problems.

Snow in Pahokee 


. brings problems 

The statement that it doesn't 
get cold in Florida has definitely 
been disproved this week. For 
snow flakes and extremely cold 
conditions have prevailed through- 
put the state and even- in the 
Glades and further south into the 
Miami area. 

The snow and cold weather 
brought smiles of excitement but 
it also brought -electrical and 
heating failures. Pahokee High 
School, Glades . Central , High 
School and Lakeshore Middle 
School’ students were dismissed 
for.: the, day yesterday. Dick 
' Berryman, Superintendent of the 
West Area Public School system, 
said that the schools were 
dismissed because of malfunctions 
of the heating systems at each of 
the schools. 

Berryman said that a meeting 
was. being held by the Civil 
Defense on the coast with the 
possibility of shutting down the 
whole system to conserve energy. 

Mr. Sapp, manager of the 
Florida Power and Light Company 
in’ Belle Glade, said that. a 
generation problem is causing 
_power. failures. throughout the 
state. One unit in Sanford and one 
wit in Cape Canaveral was 
broken down, which resulted in an 
overload situation. One unit was 
also down because of a boiler 
pump problem. “In this type of 
emergency, we lose feeders, which 
are the major carriers of power to 
‘sections of the towns.

PHA meeting 


Project parking damages sewer 


PAHOKEE- In the PHA's 
(Pahckee Housing Authority) 
regular Board of Commissioners 
meeting last Thursday, the 
commissioners voted to send out 
directives to project tenants 
stating that trucks or buses 
parked in swell areas, between 
sidewalks and roads, will be towed 
away at the owner's expense. 

The board was acting on the 
recommendations of the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). Mr. Miller, a 
spokesman for HUD in Jack- 
sonville, informed acting director 
Mary Ellen Van Winkle that 
parking in these areas is ruining 
the sewer system and that no 
more money will be allocated to 
the Housing Authority from HUD 
for sewage repair. 

The county is presently filling in 
these swell areas so tlie com- 
missioners agreed to table action 
suggesting the resurfacing of the 
areas with asphalt until the 
results of filling in are seen. 

The PHA voted to turn over all

Fairbanks said area growers 
would be paying particular 
attention to reported freezes that 
are predicted for the lake area 
this week. 

The industry spokesman said no 
great damage should occur, unless 
there was a prolonged period of 
sub-freezing weather. 

A frost would not damage the 
cane, Fairbanks said, The cold 
weather should result in an 
increase in its sucrose (sugar) 
content, he said. 

Although the area had an 
extremely hot -ummer, most of 


the mill operators said the sucrose _ 


content of the early cane had been 
above expectations. 

The cool, windy weather that 
followed the weekend rains helped 
dry out the cane-growing lands, 
Fairbanks said, making it possible 
to resume burning operations.

After the first crop of plant cane, 
twenty to forty of those varieties 
are replanted at each of the eight 
locations and data is collected on 
them during the fall of the next 


year. 

From the first ratoon or “stub- 
ble” crop (obtained by cutting off 
the tops of the cane), data is also 
collected, and the combined data 
from both- plant and “stubble” 
crops aids the researchers in 
selecting eight to twelve varieties 
that are plantéd in replicated tests. 

In the final stage, the plant crop 
and the first and second ratoon 
crops are harvested. “If the 
variety is scheduled to be released, 
it has been increased by coopera- 
tors who own the test fields.” Dr. 
Miller said. The Florida Sugar 
Cane League supervises this in- 
crease. 

The League will then send out 
mailings to members noting the 
estimated tons of seed cane 
available. The members, in turn, 
select the location nearest to them 
where they may buy the seed cane 
at a price set by the League.

On the Consumer’s Side 


Many of them are running out.of 
land area that can be used for 
disposal purposes. Moreover, im- 
proper disposal methods, like the 
common open dump and conven- 
tional incineration, cause pollution 
of water and air and blight neigh- 
borhoods. Through sanitary land- 
“filling, wastes can be disposed of 
on land without causing pollution 
when effective methods of site 
selection, design, and operation 
are followed. But with the shor- 
tage of land, the high cost of 
hauling waste over long distances 
to new sites, and the increasing 
amounts of waste produced, sani- 
tary landfilling is not always 
possible. In addition it makes little 


sense to bury material that still . 


have a useful value. Reducing 
waste at its very source and 
diverting waste back to useful 
purposes-recycle-is growing, but 
rather slowly: 11 million tons were 
recycled in 1972, compared with 9 
million in 1962. In contrast, there 
has been enormous growth in the 
total amount of paper we are 
using. In 1972, we used 64 million 
tons, 50 percent more than in 1962. 

ich of this increase is due to 
the greater amounts of packaging 
being put around the products we 
buy. U.S. consumption of paper 
packaging material ‘rose by 67 
percent between 1958 and 1971. 
nearly half the paper we now use is 
in the form of packaging. 

Some waste paper is not re- 
cyclable because of the way it is 
combined with other materials, or 
treated, or used; but the amount 
recycled could be greatly increased 
if more users, paper manufac- 
turers, and solid, waste manage- 
ment systems were oriented to- 
ward doing it. 

For the papermaking industry, 
geared mainly to the use of virgin 
fiber, a shift to using more 
wastepaper involves large-scale 
changes, Changes would also be 
call for in the solid waste 
management practices followed by 
most communities-to allow for 
separate collection of old news- 
papers, for example.
